I have called your attention to the refusal of the | 
French government to communicate its archives 
(which are the public property of the nation) to 
M. d’Haussonville, who is writing a history of the | 
relations of the Romish Church and the First Em- 
pire, which has reached its third volume. In the 
appendix to the latter he directs public attention 
to fourteen unpublished letters of the first Napoleon, 
which he has been able to procure, although the na- | 
tional archives were not opened to him. These let- 
ters are not included in “La Correspondance de Napo- 
leon,” published by the French government. The pre- | 
face to this work, nevertheless, contains a report by | 
Prince Napoleon, in which this phrase occurs: “We 
ask which is the government, nay, which is the 
family, that having had one of its members mixed 
with the great affairs of the world, would be willing 
to take public opinion for the confidant, not only of 
its actions, but of its most secret thoughts?” In 
another report (which is to be found as the preface 
of the 2lst volume), Prince Napoleon again asks: 
“Which is the government which has shown itself 
to history with equal frankness?’’ The truth is 
there is perhaps no government in the world which 
has so deliberately falsified history as the French 
government, especially since Louis Napoleon’s acces- 
sion to absolute power. It is now one of the cardinal 
principles of public policy to corrupt truth at the 
fountain-head whenever the petty interests of the 
hour seem to require it. The whole Republic of 
Letters is interested in branding such conduct. 

M. Edmond About has made a political somer- 
sault backwards, which surprises nobody, as public 
opinion is running in the same direction. M. Pre- 
vost-Paradol gives this explanation of it: “One of 
our liveliest regrets, some ten or twelve years ago, 
was to see a writer, evidently destined to the most 
rapid and most legitimate popularity by the happy 
abundance of his intellect, by the vivacity of his 
pen, by the simplicity and clearness of a language 
which truly belonged to him, and which neverthe- 
less recalled the best epochs of our literature, make 
his first appearance in polemics elsewhere than in 
our ranks. When we have said this writer success- 
fully mixed politics with romances, and that he too 
often carried romance into politics, that he strayed 
a little on every path with more intellect than was 
hecessary to choose the best, and that he lavished 
during this long truancy a vigor of intellect and a 
talent for writing which may in vain be searched 
for among the greatest political and literary fortunes 
of the second Empire, we shall clearly have so desig- 
nated our old schoolfellow, M. Edmond About, that 
it is almost useless toname him. M. About was long 
and until very recently imbued with the doctrine 
of the sovereignty of the end, and he was more 
than favorably disposed to personal government. 
An ardent and sincere democrat (although on ill 
terms from the outset with the democratic party), 
full of confidence in the power and good intentions 
of one man, gladly admitting the existence of a 
sort of manager who should exercise a beneficent 
dictatorship during the intellectual minority of the 
Frengh people, M. About carried into these chimeras 
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measure, for his adversaries and all the public gave 
him credit for two much mind to believe such an 
error very sincere. I hope he may pardon me this 
inoffensive indiscretion, which is entirely to his 
praise. I have not forgotten the now quite distant 
day on which he, with friendly candor, proposed to 
me to work secretly with him and a third person 
But intellect has its rights, 
whatever may be pretended to the contrary; it 
sooner or later rouses the judgment, and this odd 
error of M. About could not last forever.’’ It is 
said the third person alluded to is the French Em- 
peror. Messrs. Prevost-Paradol and About were to 
lay their views and the present state of public opinion 
before his majesty, and all three, after consultation, 
were to attempt to affect public opinion. Such was 
the scheme hatched by his majesty’s and M. 
About’s brain. 

There is at present a very bitter quarrel] between 
M. Latour de St. Ybars and the manager of the 
French Comedy. The former alleges the latter pre- 
vented a play, “ Alexander le Grand,’’ he has just 
written, from being accepted by the actors. A ru- 
mor is likewise current that there has been a chal- 
lenge sent to M. Victorien Sardov by the manager of 
the Vaudeville. The latter is so furious with M. 
Sardou for refusing to allow a new comedy he is writ- 
ing to be played at the Vaudeville, that he can think 
of nothing better than discharging a pistol at the 
author. Like most French quarrels, a woman is at 
the bottom of it. The manager insisted an actress 
should have a leading part in the piece. M. Sar- 
dou insisted the part should be given another 
actress. This the manager refused to admit; there- 
upon M. Sardou withdrew the piece, and it is said 
has carried it to the Gymnase.

THE BONGHI COLLECTION OF NAPLES. 


Tuer Chevalier Diego Bonghi, in early life, was 
employed in the civil and diplomatic service of the 
kingdom of Naples. After the revolution of 1821, 
he was dismissed on suspicion of liberal opinions, 
and adopted the profession of stock-broker. There 
was little hope then of Italy ever rising again, but 
he determined to serve his country in the only 
way within his power, namely, by collecting and 
preserving what remains he could of her past 
glories. On that principle his museum was begun 
nearly half a century ago, at a period when articles 
which now fetch extravagant prices were con- 
sidered below the notice of amateurs. 

By time, patience, and a skilful use of his oppor- 
tunities, the Chevalier Bonghi has formed— 

First. A unique collection of embroideries in 
the “applicato’’ style, believed to have been intro- 
duced into Naples by the Spaniards in the sixteenth 
century. The artistic beauty of the collection 
deserves the highest praise, and it contains many 
curiosities: Fashion models, as made in the last 
century; a piece of embroidery worked by Queen 
Caroline of Austria for Lord Nelson, etc. 

Second. An extensive collection of the castelli 
or abbruzzi majolica, from the earliest period until 
the time when the workmen were taken from their 
village, by Charles the Third of Spain, to form the 
porcelain factory of Capodimonte, and afterwards 
that of Madrid. For elegance of form, quaintness 
of design, and ornament the castelli majoliche are 
inferior to no others. 

Third. Capodimonte ware, which is oftener seen 
in copies than in originals, which are become of the 
greatest rarity. Signor Bonghi was thirty years in 
getting together his tea-service of rilievo ware, 
which he believes to be the only complete one in 
Europe. Of biscuits his collection is as perfect for 
artistic merit as valuable for technical study.

Signor Bonghi’s 
whole fortune is invested in this collection, and he 
has no other provision to leave to his poorer 
relatives. Otherwise he would have been proud 
to offer it as a gratuitous gift to his country. Let 
us hope that if the government of Italy, or the 
town of Naples, neglects to secure it, strangers will 
be found who will not allow it to be dispersed.

A REMARKABLE literary discovery has been mad® 
in the India office, London, by the librarian 
thereof. Among the property transferred from the 
East India Company’s establishment in Leadenhall 
Street, when the Government undertook charge of 
British India, was a chest which had not been 
opened for years. The librarian examined this, 
and found that it contained nothing less than 
the library of Timour, collected by the Mogul 
in the course of his conquests. Among other trea- 
sures are documents of extraordinary value con- 
nected with the biography of Mohammed. This 
great discovery is undoubted, but, the “ Spectator” 
says, “ We have still to learn whether the chest was 
obtained in the first or the second seizure of Delhi, 
where it must, we imagine, have been religiously 
preserved by the heirs of the great Tartar.’"” When 
these books are translated and published, which 
will soon be done, it is probable that a good deal 
of current Indian history will have to be rewritten. 


Ir is said that there is a proposition to unite all 
the Scientific Societies of London into one institu- 
tion, under the title of the British Association of 
Science. There are fifty-five of these, from the 
Royal to the Aéronautical Society. The proposed 
title will scarcely answer, as there already is the 
British Association for the Advancement of Science, 
which will meet this year at Exeter. This was 
founded in 1831.

RELIGIOUS. 

The Roman Catholic not “the One Only True Reli 
gion,’ not “an Infallible Church :” being Remarks 
upon “ Points of Controversy, a Series of Lectures, 
by C. F. Smarius, Missionary of the Society of 
Jesus.” pp. 188. Printed for the Author. 

In this handsomely printed little volume, the 
author has endeavored to furnish a systematic an- 
swer to the arguments contained in Rev. C. F. 
Smarius’s “ Points of Controversy’’—a work which, 
we believe, has been extensively distributed. The 
cardinal points of separation between Catholics and 
Protestants are handled with an ability and know- 
ledge which will render the volume attractive to 
the reader who takes an interest in theological dis- 
cussion. 

The Evidences of Christianity, with an Introduction 
on the Existence of God and the Immortality of the 
Soul. By Ebenezer Dodge, D. D., President of 
Madison University. pp. xlv., 244. Boston: 
Gould & Lincoln. 

The present volume has grown out of the lectures 
which the author has delivered for the last fifteen 
years to the Senior Class of Madison University. 
The leading topics connected with the discussion 
of the Evidences proper are the historical character 
of the New Testament, and Christianity as a super- 
natural fact, a divine life, a divine doctrine, a divine 
law, a divine kingdom, a fulfilment, and a world- 
power. The work is written with condensation and 
with vigor, and with reference to the recent phases 
of the controversies relating to the topics of which 
the author treats. 

Hades and Heaven; or, What Does the Scripture Re- 
veal of the Estate and Employments of the Blessed 
Dead and of the Risen Saints. By Rev. E. A. 
Bickersteth, M.A. pp. v.,128. New York: Ro- 
bert Carter & Brothers. 

The author, though he writes in an elevated and 
enthusiastic strain, constantly subordinates his fer- 
vent thought to the language of Scripture. He pur- 
sues his theme reverently though earnestly, not for 
the purpose of expressing any religious conceit of 
his own, but rather to indicate to the reader the 
richness and fulness of Holy Writ in its declarations 
and intimations touching the mysterious though 
attractive theme he is discussing. 


TRAVELS, 
Travels in the East Indian Archipelago. By Albert 
8. Bickmore. pp. 553. N. Y.: D. Appleton & Co. 
The author of this volume is Professor of Natu- 


ral History in Madison University, New York. His 
voyage was made for the purpose of restoring 
Rumphius’ specimens of shells of the East, and 
to bring to our own country a similar collection. 
The naturalist will be especially pleased with the 
work, while the narrative abounds in novelty suffi- 
ciently to attract the general reader. We have 
here the latest and most reliable account of a por- 
tion of the world as to which our knowledge has 
heretofore been considerably restricted. Thirty- 
six graphic illustrations accompany the text. We 
are not surprised that the volume has received cri- 
tical commendation in England. 

Letters of a Sentimental Idler from Greece, Turkey, 
Egypt, Nubia, and the Holy Land. By Harry 
Harewood Leeds. pp. x.,463. N. Y.: D. Apple- 
ton & Co. 

Mr. Leech’s style is pleasant and agreeable. A 
vein of intellectualism runs through his letters, 
while, at the same time, he delineates graphically 
all, the objective incidents of his journeyings. We 
have read with a great deal of satisfaction several 
of the chapters. We are sure the reader of the 
volume will be gratified.

The Life of John Bright, M. P. By John M’Gil- 
christ. pp. 124.

This volume forms one of the series of Cassell’s 

“Representative Biographies.” The author has 

worked up his materials with a skill that is quite 

creditable: for he has presented to the reader, 
within a very moderate compass, an entertaining 
biography of Mr. Bright, and a tolerably compre- 
hensive sketch of the parliamentary history of Eng- 
land during the period which coincides with the 
public life of the great statesman. The history of 
the rise, growth, and triumph of the Corn Law 

League is very interesting. 

The Life of John Carter. By Frederick James 
Mills. pp. iv.,122. N. Y.: Hurd & Houghton. 
The subject of this biography was born at 

Coggeshall, in the County of Essex, England, in July, 

1835. In early life he lost the use of his limbs, 

and subsequently acquired the art of drawing with 

his mouth. One of his drawings in India ink, thus 
executed, called “A Rat-catcher with his Dogs,” 
has excited a good deal of attention. Carter died 
in 1850. The picture above mentioned belongs to
